For a trade paper to assume the aggressive in mat- 
ters of this kind was regarded by many of the asso- 
ciation leaders, with astonishment, but the course of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has been approved by the 
great majority. It has made the paper more popular 
and more representative than ever before. A firm 
stand makes firmer friends and firmer enemies. 

We announce with pride and pleasure that the year 
1905 has been particularly profitable, both in the way 
of new advertisements and new subscriptions. Both 
of these branches have grown immensely during the 
last year. and have demonstrated the approval of our 
advertisers and subscribers. We expect to carry on 
the work. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is a strong, ag- 
gressive paper, freely taking part in trade discussions, 
not hanging back from fear or favor, firmly protecting 
the rights of the retail hardware trade in every par- 
ticular. We thank our many friends for their pat- 
ronage during the past year. We wish. them all pros- 
perity for the coming year. 

The following review of the more important mar- 
kets will prove of interest: 


THE YEAR 1905 was more than generous to hard- 


ware men. The immense amount of. building done 
in every section of the country, the 
Hardware. &@vy crops, the generally prevailing 


high prices, the. optimistic feeling in 
every quarter, the absence of any dis- 
turbing factors, may be assigned as the most potent 
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reasons for hardware prosperity. The year began 
well. Conditions during the closing months of 1904 
never boded better for a succeeding year. 
1904 had fairly overcome the presidential election 
bugaboo; the base metals had risen in value; there 
was a heavy demand for all manufactured products in

every section of the country. 

The first few months of 1905 did the 
trade activity that was so hopefully looked for at the 
beginning of the year. 


not show 
This was due in a large part 
to the extremely cold weather and to a feeling of gen 
eral uncertainty in the early spring. The optimistic 
element gained control, however, and the purchase of 
wire goods, summer specialties and even staple ar 
ticles extended well into July and improved trade 
conditions during August. 
far 


September showed sales 
in advance of those during any corresponding 
month in preceding years. October and 
showed similar advances. A general tendency toward 
responding to the popular demand for holiday goods 
was responsible for more than the usual activity dur- 
ing December. 

On the whole, then, we may say that 1905 was far 
above the average. There are few years which can 
show the volume of sales that equaled or surpa: 
1905. The amount of builders’ hardware sold during 
the year exceeds in volume but more especially in 
quality that of any prevoius year with the possible 
exception of 1892 and 1893. Even 1893 was inferior 
in average or total amount for the whole country. 
Certain sections, however, notably Lincoln, Duluth, 
possibly Omaha and Kansas City, were favored by 
building booms that exceeded in quantity those of the 
past year. 

In Chicago the equivalent of over forty-eight miles 
of buildings single-fronted, costing approximately 
$65,000,000, represents the colossal building opera- 
tions during the year. In 1892 the number of build- 
ings erected in Chicago amounted to three hundred 
ahd thirty thousand feet frontage. Their cost was 
over $63,000,000. 

Holiday sales in the closing weeks of the year were 
more than usually pleasing not only because of the 
volume but because of a demand for quality without 
much consideration to price. The public spent money 
freely, starting earlier in the year in most cases and 
continuing until just before Christmas. All lines of 
merchandise sold well but we estimate the greatest 
increase in shelf hardware. This includes table cut- 
lery, sporting goods, tool kits, and silver ware. Other 
Winter specialties as sleds, skates, fancy snow shovels, 
tool boxes and other children’s presents sold abnor- 
mally well.

PROGRESS IN HARDWARE ASSOCIATION WORK. 
While conditions were so a¢tive and gratifying in 
the hardware market, questions of vital importance 
were fought with enthusiasm and intense interest in 
the associations. The cause of the retailers was 
championed by the jobbers who took control of the 
situation. At Hot Springs in June and at Washing- 
ton in November, the catalogue house question, the 
question of private brands and that of restricted prices 
were the all prevailing topics. The fight against pri- 
vate brands was inaugurated at the June convention

when a manufacturers’ committee of nineteen intro- 
duced resoittions against the use of private brands 
by hardware jobbers. This was met by counter 
charges on the part of the Southern Hardware Job- 
bers’ Association. A committee of the Southern job- 
bers was formed hastily and each paragraph of the 
manufacturers’ resolutions was answered. In No- 
vember, at. Washington, the question was again 
brought up by the manufacturers. Plans for battle 
were laid but nothing definite accomplished. In the 
meantime the Joint Committee had prepared a plan 
of combat against the retail catalogue houses, con- 
sisting of a practical boycott of those manufacturers 
who continued to sell to both avenues of distribution. 
The action was condemned in many sections of the 
country and by all conservative and just minded crit- 
ics. The trend of events in association work during 
the year can be considered as by no means conciliatory 
on the part of jobbers and retailers. The progress 
during the year has not been peaceful. 

The American Hardware Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion seems stronger and more influential than ever be- 
fore and likewise the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ 
Association. It is believed that the retail organiza- 
tions are weaker. A tremendous growth has been 
made by some state associations, notably that of Mich- 
igan. At the time of their convention in 1904, the 
Michigan Hardware Dealers’ Association had two 
hundted and twerity-four members. -Of these four- 
teen resigned or were dropped for non-payment of 
dues. At the convention held in August, 1905, two 
hundred and ten of the old members were on the roll. 
Three hundred and thirty-nine new members were 
taken in and the total number brought up to five hun- 
dred and forty-nine or a gain of overt one hundred 
and fifty per cent in one year. Michigan is now sec- 


ond in matter of numbers, Minnesota leading. The: 


growth of the mutual state insurance associations is 
equally gratifying. At the fourth quarterly meeting 
of the directors of the Retail Hardware Dealers’ Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company of Minnesota it was de- 
cided to make the return premium on policies expiring 
in 1906 forty per cent. This is perhaps the most satis- 
factory statement ever made by a hardware insurance 
company. 

THE PROGRESS of the iron and steel markets has 


been decidedly satisfactory. The trend of demand 
may be indicated by a line moving 


mo steadily upward. From January to the 
Steel. first of December, the market may be 


said to have gradually grown firmer and 
firmer without unwarranted exuberance, prices being 
determined wisely and necessities estimated even a 
trifle too conservatively. There was none of the buoy- 
ahtenthusiasm characteristic of a runaway market. 
This applies to both pig iron and finished materials. 
Speculative activity in all except the old material mar- 
ket was minimized. The prices asked and the prices 
given were determined by actual needs and actual 
supplies. 
In September, 1904, prices on pig iron, foundry 
number two, stood at about $13.50, Chicago. At the 


beginning of r905 Northern coke brands, foundry 
Prices 


number two, were’ quoted at $17.50, Chicago. 
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on Southern iron stood at about the same figures. At 
the beginning of April, Northern foundry number 
two was quoted at precisely the same figure and like- 
wise Southern coke but both markets were stronger. 
On July first, prices had fallen to $16.50 for North- 
ern iron, number two, and to $15.40 Chicago, for 
Southern. This lapse was but seasonable and in spite 
of the decrease in cost, an advance had reaily been 
accomplished. On October Ist, Northern iron was 
still selling at $17.50, Chicago, while the Southern 
grades were quoted at $15.65. Demand had strength- 
ened considerably and the conservative attitude of fur- 
naces was alone responsible for an unchanged sched- 
ule. Irons were scarce and premiums necessary for 
prompt shipments. During October and November 
prices rose in spite of efforts of conservative produc- 
ers to keep them at a more reasonable level and, dur- 
ing the second week in November; Northern iron 
number two sold at from $19.00 to $20.00, Chicago, 
and Southern foundry was quoted at $18.65, Chicago. 
Virginia furnaces were holding their products at 
$15.50 furnaces for number two foundry. The clos- 
ing days of the year show Southern number two foun- 
dry quoted at $15.00 furnaces and Northern irons 
strong at $20.00, Chicago. 

A review of these prices shows most forcibly that 
the year 1905 was singularly fortunate in the stability 
of its iron market. The statement that pig iron prices 
are never fixed for more than twenty-four hours has 
been disproved. Prices during the first nine months 
of the year were practically the same. The closing 
months showed heavy advances which nevertheless 
were warranted in every particular and which took 
place not impetuously but in a conservative spirit which 
augurs well for the coming year. All the benefits ac- 
cruing to the world at large by association effort have 
been manifested by iron manufacturers. While ri- 
mors have held sway from time to time indicating 
that a combination of Southern producers might be 
effected, the rumor was promptly denied in each case 
and afterwards proved to be groundless. 

Conditions in the finished markets were similar. 
The utmost conservatism was maintained by produc- 
ers in every line. The demand for steel was almost 
unlimited but in spite of this fact prices were kept at 
almost their 1904 level. Billets, structural steel, plates, 
merchant steel, merchant pipe and iron and steel bars 
were all extremely strong from August on. They 
were not weak during the earlier months of the year. 
The demand for these products has been as heavy as 
the capacity of the mills. In every case cited mills 
have not been able to supply the demand though work- 
ing at full blast and straining every effort. Manufac- 
turers in all lines are far behind in their orders and in 
each case prompt deliveries invariably call for a pre- 
mium. There are two exceptions to the general state- 
ments applying to the majority of the steel markets— 
rails and track supplies and sheets. 

The demand for standard sections of steel rails ex- 
ceeded all previcus records and all anticipations. Rail- 
roads during 1903 and 1904 and the early months of 
1905 had reduced their purchases to the lowest pos- 
sible figure. Expenditures had been cut. down as. 
greatly as possible but in anticipation of increased’ 
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business and agricultural activity during the closing 
half of 1905, they felt called upon to increase their 
rolling stock—to extend and improve their trackage. 
The efforts in this direction were unanimous and con- 
certed. During the last six months of 1905 the pros- 
pective capacity of all rail mills. was bought up for 
the closing months of the year and in many cases for 
all of 1906. At the present time almost every rail 
mill in the country will be forced to run during the 
entire year of 1906, filling the orders booked during 
1905. In spite of that fact for the first time in many 
years, mills have succeeded in filling 1905 orders be- 
fore the expiration of the year. . 

The sheet market has been an exception to the gen- 
eral rule because of lack of agreement on the part of 
producers. The anomaly has been presented of a heavy 
demand, in some cases exceeding the capacity of the 
mills, and prices at a schedule barely above actual 
producing expenses. Many of the mills refused to 
sell at reigning prices and during the early part of 
November the withdrawal of these mills from the 
market succeeded in raising the schedule. When 
prices had again taken a reasonable basis, competi- 
tion between all the mills again forced prices down. 
Competition became so keen that in accordance with 
characteristic conditions no one schedule could be 
named to apply to all mills for more than twenty-four 
hours. 


THE METAL market during 1905 followed no set 
course and a-line indicating its progress would pur- 
sue an undulating plane. It may be 
said, however, that all markets without 
exception show great strength at the 
closing of the year. All metals are 
stronger than at any other time during 1905 and some 
have reached marks hitherto unapproached. The 
stable conditions so manifest in the iron and steel 
trades are absent to some extent in the metal mar- 
kets. Metals, as a rule, are more open to speculation 
than iron arid steel and most ef the other products of 
manufacture. Evidences of extreme speculation, es- 
pecially during the closing months of 1905, are not 
limited. : 

Copper shows an extreme range of fluctuation. 
Electrolytic brands fluctuated from 15c to 18.75¢c. 
Spot deliveries of lake copper ranged between the 
same figures. The closing days of 1904 found lake 
ingot quoted at from 16c to 16%4c by jobbers. Prices 
on sheet copper were fitm, 16 ounce hot roll sheet 
copper from store being quoted at 19c per pound base. 
Prices on ingot copper fell slightly during the next 
few months and in April they were quoted at 16c. 
Sheet copper was practically unchanged. In June, 
1905, small lots of lake copper were sold at 15%c. 
In September, prices on sheet copper had advanced 
to 21c. In October jobbers asked 17c to 17%c for 
small lots of lake ingot and 16%c for casting. grades. 
On September 23d, Chicago jobbers advanced prices 
and copper and sheet copper was sold at 22c net base. 
In New York City electrolytic brands were sold by 
producers on the basis of 187%c for January and Feb- 
ruary shipments. 

It Will be noted that prices have; on the whole, gone 
upward steadily and that during the last few months 


Metals. 
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the rise has been of phenomenal proportions. The 
demand has been good throughout the year and cop- 
per producers account themselves particulatly fortu- 
nate. The supplies are now extremely scarce. There 
is no evidence that prices will fall suddenly during 
1906. It is probable that the schedule will be lowered 
during February, March and April. It is believed, 
however, that this declension will not be rapid and 
that the high prices prevailing at present are justified. 
The high price mark for copper was passed during 
November and prices have risen since that time. Al- 
though this advance was brought about by scarcity of 
supplies, normal conditions have not existed and when 


the market is brought back to its usual status it is 
probable the price schedule will assume its average 
position. 


The pig tin market for the year of 1905 fluctuated 
between 28.50c to 36.50c. The progress during the 
year has been steadily upward. In January, jobbers 
were asking about 30c per pound for Straits pig in 
small lots. In February, the price had gone up to 
30%c. In April, jobbers asked 32%c; in July, : 
in September, 33'%4c; in December, 37%c. 
prices have varied from time to time, but represent 
in a general way the price fluctuations of the year. It 
will be noted that in each case prices have risen, 
though toward the end of the first half there was a 
slight depression. The London market has 
strong in the meantime and every gain in strength in 
the local sitvation was reflected abroad. 

Prices on tin plates have not yaried as a general 
rule, and are about the same as at the beginning of 
the year. In January, 1905, the leading producer 
quoted American Bessemer Coke Plates, IC, 14 x 20, 
in moderate sized lots, f. o. b. mill, at. $3.55. The 
price remained at this point until June, when a reduc 
tion of 10c was made. In July prices returned to their 
old schedule of $3.55. In September the same brand 
of tin plate was reduced to $3.40. At the present 
time, the price is $3.40 in 100 pound boxes at the mill. 

Welsh plates continue steadily on the basis 12S 9D, 
f. o. b. Swansea. The tin plate market has been quite 
strong throughout the year, and will gain in strength 
during 1906. It is probable that advances will take 
place within the near future. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES. 





Jim Bracebridge started in Westville, a small town 
in Illinois, about a year ago. He had just severed con- 
nection with Hank Falkenstaff at Meadowcorners, 
about five miles off. Meadowcorners was not a good 
place for a hardware store, but Jim managed to pick 
up a bit of information from old Hank, from reading 
the trade papers and going to conventions, He also 
managed to get a biography of some of the old Dutch- 
men of New York, and learned how they piled up mil- 
lions with a foundation of brains, thrift and industry. 
A little observation of real life told Jim. that energy, 
perseverance, economy, enthusiasm and qualities of a 
similar nature, were not all the requisites—that a man 
must possess some of the craft of Ulysses. So Jim 
started his hardware store at Westville. 

In loading up, Jim sent in as one of his first orders 
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requirements for about five hundred good horn-han- 
dled pocket knives and about fifty pairs of scissors. 
These were amongst the first arrivals. When the 
stock had been set on the shelves, Jim took care to 
place these knives all around his show window to- 
gether with the scissors, and a bunch of tin ware and 
enamel ware. In the back ground he placed three big 
signs, announcing that on a certain day, a post office 
line would be formed in front of his establishment and 
the first comers would receive their pick of the wares 
displayed in the windows, absolutely free of charge. 

Of course, the affair was a success—much more so 
than a band or an orchestra, a dance or a keg party, 
a raffie or the other numerous moss grown devices to 
popularize the inauguration of an establishment. The 
method was slightly novel and a great deal of interest 
was aroused to see who would arrive on the scene first. 
Jim took care that the local papers got wind of the 
free offerings and their amusement writer was gar- 
nered to write up the affair in a humorous and yet 
trade pulling manner. 

After this auspicious opening, Jim went to see some 
of his neighboring trades people. The barber next 
door was a sociable old boy, who had lived in the 
burgh all his life. He was popular with the men and 
invariably washed t! hair of the ladies. Besides 
being a barber, he was a kind of horse doctor and 
knew one or two things about the turf. Jim thought 
he was a good subject and decided to use him as a dis- 
guised drummer, a sort of advance press agent, sail- 
ing in sheep’s clothing. Jim fixed him up in a finan- 
cial way. Without actua! bribing, Jim jollied him 
along, took him out to dinner and showed him a cou- 
ple of bottles of good bourbon, that he always kept 
under the counter, and otherwise treated him as a 
friend from childhood. The old barber took it good- 
naturedly and felt indebted to Jim for the greater part 
of his happiness. Gradually Jim opened up his heart 
and disclosed the fact that he was selling a mighty fine 
stéel range at a fifteen per cent loss over the cost price. 
He confessed that staples like edge tools and other 
grades of shelf hardware were being sold at his es- 
tablishment at unheard of quotations. Finally he ac- 
knowledged that he would set up the two furnaces he 
had in stock for any inhabitant in the town at rates 
which would barely yield him enough to successfully 
scrape through the Winter. 

Jim said it was in line with his whole policy. It 
was an effort on his part to increase the trade in the 
community, to persuade people that they actually could 
buy more cheaply of him than they could of Jack 
Roundthecorner. The barber was persuaded that lots 
of sales, with small profits on each sale, were decidedly 
better for both the purchaser and seller in the ultimate 
balance of accounts, than a few sales at the exorbi- 
tant profit that Jack Roundthecorner exacted. Jim 
said he expected to make very little during the first 
year, perhaps merely enough to pay expenses. The 
future, however, would give him his just reward. 

The barber was impressed and almost cried as Jim 
told his story. He told lots of others. All the women 
of the neighborhood heard the tale and verified it. Jim 
took care to send out other advance agents who occu- 
pied a similar position to the barber. 
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The effect was, in a measure, the effect that some 
of the big department stores strive to obtain by giving 
out trading stamps. The buying public was convinced 
that Jim’s prices were the lowest possible and that it 
was not only their bounden duty to take advantage of 
them, but that it was to their interest. It makes little 
difference whether the prices are low or not, just so 
people think they are low. Jim gave forth to the 
world that he was selling at skinflint rates, taking care 
at the same time that he was not giving skinflint qual- 
ity.and that he was making a good living profit on the 
lines not advertised as leaders. 

Jim was successful in his efforts. His competitors 
soon moved across the railroad tracks to the undesir- 
able portion of the town. Jim established confidence 
in his store, confidence in his prices, confidence in his 
quality. He read through human nature and while 
utilizing for his own interests the foibles of man, he 
did so in a legitimate way, not immorally or dishon- 
estly. The social drummer is an:innovation that is 


likely to prove as popular as he is widely known.

Every workman wants sharp tools. Sharp tools 
will raise the grade of work of any one from the ap- 
prentice to the master workman. I believe that it 
would be a good scheme for progressive dealers to 


* publish a small circular describing how tools may be 


sharpened properly. The dealer might mention when 
a grindstone should be ysed—when the blade to be 
sharpened is nicked, etc.+when an oil stone should be 
used, whether this stone should be natural or compo- 
sition, and other things of a like nature. It might be 
well to suggest that one side of chisels and other bevel 
edges should be applied to the stone and that under 
no circumstances should the tool be reversed except 
to remove a wire edge. Other useful advice may be 
included and mention might be made of the advan- 
tages in using plenty of oil, holding the blade firmly 
and yet pressing lightly. Explicit instructions can 
be obtained from any expert carpenter in case the 
dealer is ignorant of the proper methods.

FACTS AND FANCIES. 


The steel age has arrived and most of the world’s 
commodities, especially those for household purposes, 
are being made of the precious metal. 

A metal step ladder has long been considered fea- 
sible, but, like the article itself, the genius to com- 
plete it and make it marketable was lacking.

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 








“Notes on Heating and Ventilation” is the title of a 
small and exhaustive booklet, written by John R. Al- 
len, Junior Professor Mechanical Engineering, Uni- 
versity of Michigan and member of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. It is published by 
Domestic Engineering, 58-64 North Jefferson Street. 
Chicago. 

The chapters comprising this book are a_ brief 
resumé of the lectures delivered by the author to the 
classes in heating and ventilation at the University of 
Michigan. The book was written primarily for the 
steam fitter and designer of heating systems. It pre- 
supposes a knowledge of the construction and opera- 
tion of the simpler forms of heating systems and has 
been reduced to as brief a form as possible so that the 
reader can readily find notes or data as desired. 

In the preface, the author announces that the de- 
sign of heating and ventilating systems has not been 
reduced ‘to an exact science—that the factor of judg- 
ment and experience in designing heating plants is a 
large one. While it is probable that Mr. Allen’s 
statement is correct, the fact is no less deplorable, 
and booklets such as “Notes on Heating and Venti- 
lation” are certain to lower the percentage of inac- 
curacy which reliance upon personal judgment is cer- 
tain to entail. 

The booklet contains one hundred and fifty-two 
pages, with numerous illustrations. It is printed and 
classified so as to make ready reference possible. The 
booklet is of small size, so that the user may carry it 
to his work without inconvenience.

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AJAX HAND PUNCH. 





The accompanying illustration shows a portable 
hand punch of which all the wearing parts are ad- 
justable. The surface of the wearing parts is ar- 
ranged so that the wear can be taken up and as this 
surface is large, the life of the machine is prolonged. 





Ajax Portable Hand Punch. 


The punch is screwed into the punch holder and 
can be adjusted if the point wears away by inserting 
packing of the proper thickness between the screwed 
end of the punch and the bottom of the punch holder. 
As the sleeve in which the punch holder slides, the 
punch hole in the head and the die hole are all con- 
centric with one another, the axis of the three holes 
forms one straight line. The screw-thread on the 
upper part of die is turned off and fits in the un- 
threaded upper portion of hole in the lower jaws of 
punch. This always insures the axis of the die to be 
in the axis of the three holes spoken of. This makes 
the concentricity of the die independent of the screw 
thread. 

Motion is imparted to the punch holder and through 
it to the punch, by the eccentric; in the top of the 
punch holder, to which the upper lever is rigidly fas- 
tened. Eacli end of the body of the eccentric is turned 
down and forms a pin to which the upper ends of the 
connecting links are attached. These pins are not in 
the same center as the body. The pins are held rigidly 
from any up and down motion by the connecting links, 
but have a slight motion laterally backward and for- 
ward. When the lever is moved up or down motion 
is given to the punch, up or down, by the eccentricity 
of the pins and the body. 

Any amount of motion, within certain limits, can 
thus be given to the punch holder by varying the 
eccentricity of the pins and body in the making. As 
all unnecessary motion of the punch means loss of 
power, such motion is limited to what is required to 
do the work. By this means a minimum of motion is 
obtained with, of course, a maximum of power. 

This machine is the result of months of study and 
experiment. Every ounce of material that would 
affect its portability has been carefully eliminated, 
making it what the makers fu'ly believe, a convenient, 
economical, practical and necessary punch.

STAR “BOSS.” 











Referring to the illustration, the points of the star 
indicated by K, O, N in elevation are raised three- 
quarters of an inch above the surface of the paper.

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By analyzing any problem in this manner mechanics 
will be better enabled to see into a solution of what 
at first sight may appear to be a difficult problem. 

SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 

G, L is the ground line. 

The plan of large cylinder is indicated by the let- 
ters A, B, C—the centre is V’. The large cylinder 
in elevation is represented by the letters D, E, F, G, 
the line drawn from V’ in plan, through V in eleva- 


























low, the solution of this problem will show how to 
obtain a pattern for the intersection of the Star “Boss” 
with any sized cylinder, whose base is a circle. As 
each triangle is elevated equally at the points K, O, 
N, the problem can be reduced to its simplest form, 
as the intersection of the face of the triangle A’—-O— 
K with the small pipe, and by disregarding the large 
cylinder for the time being, the sides of the triangle 
A’—K and A’, O will intersect a plane surface, by 
doing so it is only necessary to find the intersection 
of one triangle, and afterwards find the distances from 
the plane surface to the body of the large cylinder. 








tion passes through centre of cylinder. The Star 
“Boss” in elevation is indicated by the letters A’— 
K—H,N—J—O. The same letters are used in the plan, 
with the addition of an accent mark. From the cen- 
tre point V in eleyation—revolve the star by describ- 
ing a quadrant to the left as shown, then the line pass- 
ing through centre of cylinder in elevation, now 
passes through the centre of large cylinder in plan. 
HOW TO FIND THE SIDE VIEW OF THE INTERSECTION IN 
ELEVATION. 

Draw the horizontal line from A’ to intersect the 

side of the cylinder at point 4, also draw a horizontal 
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line through points K and O indefinite. On this line 
space the elevation three-quarters of an inch, as shown 
by the line drawn from 9 to 3. Through point 3 draw 
a perpendicular line to cut a section from small pipe. 
From point N draw a line to intersect the perpen- 
dicular in point 10. Join points 3 and 4—by draw- 
ing a line, showing the side view of the face of tri- 
angle, A’—O—K., From V as a centre draw the 
small circle in star, intersecting the points K. O—N. 
Draw the line K. O, and divide the arc of the circle 
from K. to O into four equal parts. Draw horizontal 
lines through the points of division, intersecting the 
line 3 to 4 in points 1, 2, and 3. Those points show 
the side view of the intersection of the face of star, 
on the top of the small pipe. We will establish the 
plan of this intersection, by dividing the arc of the 
circle in plan from O’—to K’ into four equal parts, 
draw horizontals through points K’ and O’ and also 
through the points of division. The line drawn 
through A” N’ in plan, is a projected view of the line 
drawn through the centre of the triangle in elevation. 
From points 1—2—3 in the elevation drop vertical 
lines to intersect the horizontal lines previously drawn, 
in points I, 2, 3 as shown in plan. Connect the 
points, showing the curve of intersection. 

The point 4 in elevation is projected in plan at 
point 4 on the line drawn through centre of base of 
cylinder. Join points 3 to 4 on each side of centre 
line, showing a projected view of the edges of face 
of star. The lines from 3 to 5 and from 3 to 6 in 
plan show the intersection of points K’ and O’ on 
side of small pipe, also the side of star intersecting 
the body of large cylinder. The line drawn from point 
3 to 9 shows the intersection of points K. and O at 
top of small pipe in elevation, also the base line of 
side of star intersecting small pipe, and body of large 
cylinder. We will now establish the side view of 
triangle K. H. N. and O. J—N, by drawing horizon- 
tal lines th ough H. J intersecting body of cylinder at 
point 7, and a line from point N intersecting point 
10. Draw the lines 7 to 10 and 3 to 7. The line 
from 7 to 3 is a side view of the lines K to H, and 
O to J, and the line from 7 to 10 is a side view of the 
lines from 3 to 8 and from 3 to 7 representing the 
K. N—O—are projected on the line 3 to 10, while the 
points A’—H. J are projected on line representing 
side of cylinder from 7 to 4. 

This side view is found in plan by drawing a line 
through H’ and J’ intersecting base of cylinder at B 
and C, and the dotted line at 7 and 8. Draw. the 
lines from 3 to 8 and from 3 to 7 representing the 
projection of O’—J’— and K’—H’ respectively. 
Draw the lines from 7 to R and from 8 to R show- 
ing the projection of lines H’—N’ and J’—N’. 

HOW TO FIND THE PATTERN OF THE INTERSECTIONS AS 
SHOWN IN FIG. 2. 


On line D. L mark point A’. The length of the 
centre line of the top triangle in elevation is the slant 
side of a triangle—the distance from 9 to 4 is the alti- 
tude—the distance 9 to 3 is the base—the line from 
3 to 4 is the slant height. On the line A’—L— space 
the distance from 3 to 4, and through the point draw 
a vertical line; on this line space one half of the line 
K. O— in the top triangle, giving points K. and O in 
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Fig. 2. Connect points O and K— with A’, giving 
the triangle A’—O—K in pattern. The arc of the 
circle in the triangle A’—K. O in elevation of Fig. 1, 
is divided into four equal parts; lines are drawn 
through the points of division intersecting the line 
K. O in points. 

Duplicate the points in line K. O—Fig. 1, in line 
K. O Fig. 2 and from the points draw lines to A’ 
Fig. 2. To obtain the curve of the intersection as 
shown in triangle A’—O—K in Fig. 2, on the line 
A’—L—. Measuring from A’— space the distances 
from 4 to I in Fig. 1. Space the distance from 4 
to 2 on the intermediate lines in Fig. 2, and connect 
the points, forming the required curve of intersec- 
tion in the pattern. The return sides of the triangle 
A’. O—K are found by taking the distance 3 to 5 
either in the elevation or plan of Fig. 1, and from O 
and K in Fig. 2 as centre points describe an arc of a 
circle. The true length of the line 4 to 5 in the ele- 
vation Fig. 1 is the slant side of a triangle—the 
distance from 5 to 4 in elevation is the altitude—the 
distance from 4 to 5 in plan is the base—this distance 
is measured on line 5 to 3 in elevation. A line drawn 
from 4 to this point gives the real length. From A’ 
Fig. 2 as a centre and the distance 4 to 11—describe 
an arc intersecting the arcs previously drawn from 
points K and —O—. Join the points, giving the lines 
—A’—6— and A’—5— in Fig. 2. Also join points 
O—6 and K—5, completing the pattern for the top 
triangle of the star. The return distance to a plane 
surface is shown by a dot on line O—6— and line 
K—5. Continue a line through 6—O— and through 
5—K to intersect at L. The point L is taken as a 
centre point and measuring from A’— describe two 
arcs as shown at figures 8 and 7—, and measuring 
from points O— and K describe two arcs as shown 
at N— and N’—. From points O—K as centres space 
the distance of the line O— to K intersecting the arcs 
at N and N’, draw the lines O to N and K to N’. 
Those lines are divided into points similar to the 
points in line O—K; lines are drawn from 8 through 
the points to cut the line O—N; also lines are drawn 
from 7 to intersect K—N’. The curve of intersection 
is obtained in the same manner as the curve in tri- 
angle A’—O—K. The distances from 5 to 7 and 
from 6 to 8 in the pattern, are shown in the elevation 
from O to J or K to H—. Draw the lines from 8 
to O— and N and from 7 to K. and N’. The dis- 
tances N—E and N’—F are shown from 3 to 9 in ele- 
vation; space this distance from points N and N’ as 
centres, describing arcs as shown at E and F. From 
points 7 and 8 describe arcs intersecting N and N’— 
by spacing A’—K or H—N. All the sides of the 
triangles are equal length. 

H’ and J’ in plan intersect the base of cylinder in 
points B and C which are at right angles to the line 
drawn from 8 to 7, space the distance B to 7 at right 
angles to lines 7 to F and 8 to J, giving points H and 
J in the pattern. The distances 8~C and 7—B are 
also at right angles to a line drawn from -the points 
in the line 6—O and 5—K to Figures 8 and 7. The 
distance 7—B is equal to 7—H,; likewise the distance 
C’—8 is equal to 8. J. The curve from H to F and 
J to E is found by taking the radius V’—A of the base 
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of cylinder, and from those points in the pattern as 


centres, describe arcs intersecting at R and S. From 
points R and S with the same radius describe curves 
intersecting J—E and H. F. 

Draw the lines 6—C and 5—B, completing the pat- 
tern.

With a desire to keep our readers fully in- 
formed, and believing that they are always interested 
in items of news where it pertains to their line of 
business, we had our representative visit the plant of 
the Sturges & Burn Manufacturing Company, to 
whom permission was given to go through the works. 

Leaving the office in company with the Superin- 
tendent, where the hum of many typewriters indi-

cated business in itself, we soon found ourselves in the 
steel room, where all shipments of steel for the com- 
pany’s needs are presided over by a stock-keeper who 
delivers it upon written order to such of the depart- 
ments as may call for it. 

Passing on to the press room the eye fell upon row 
upon row of drawing presses, each in charge of an 
attendant who mechanically fed it but apparently did 
not appease its hunger, for its jaws continued to open 
for more. These presses were stamping a variety of 
work among which were noticed the following arti- 
cles, either complete or parts thereof: 

Railroad Shipping Milk Cans—large variety of 
styles. 

Steel Ice Cream Packing Cans. 

Seamless Milk Can Strainers. 

Seamless Cheese Hoops. 

Steel Spiders and Griddles. 

Cheese Factory Cans. 

Steel Churns. 

Dairy Pails and Dairy Tinware. 

Ice-Cream Freezers. 

Tubular Steel Ball Bearing Wheelbarrows. 

Pasteurizers. 

Aerators, etc. 

Next the annealing department was visited, where 
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countless articles in quantities were passing in and 

out of the ovens, a process, as the Superintendent ex- 

plained, necessary to soften the metal after it .had 
become hardened in drawing, to prevent cracking by 

subsequent handling or in use. , 

Passing on we reached the blacksmithing depart- 
ment, where sparks from the anvil were flying in all 
direttions, and the thud of the ponderous steam ham- 
mers, together with the hoop grinding and welding 
machines, indicated a busy day. 

A few minutes more and we found ourselves in the 
tinning and retinning rooms; here the work, after be- 
ing pickled is rough tinned, then retinned by palm 
oil process and afterwards thoroughly cleaned of al! 
grease, etc., and passed on to the store rooms. A 
noticeable feature in the tinning department was the 
making of tin plate, all of which is used in the com- 
pany’s own work. 

Our next stop was in the assembling rooms, where 
a large force was employed in making up Sturges milk 
cans. Our representative’s attention was called to 
the very smooth soldering or loading of the seams in 
these cans and in answer to a query as to how it was 
possible to do such nice work, the Superintendent ex- 
plained that the men had become experts by long serv- 
ice and each doing nothing else but that particular 
part of the soldering assigned to him. 

The wood working department was also visited and 
here the buzzing of saws and planing machines were 
much in evidence. 

Our next stop was in the paint and decorating de- 
partments, where Japanning, striping and painting of 
all goods requiring such is done. 

A stop at the machine shop and tool room developed 
the fact that the Sturges & Burn Manufacturing 
Company make all their own tools and dies. 

The stables of the truck and driving horses were 
next visited, and here were found the finest specimens 
of Kentucky bloods, Mr. Sturges having for many 
years raised blooded horses on his stock farm in 
Kentucky. 

Stopping at the factory office of the Superin- 
tendent, the telephone exchange, connecting all de- 
partments, was explained, together with system for 
following orders through such a large plant, and to 
prevent the goods being side-tracked upon comple- 
tion. 

Returning to the main office, our representative 
was invited by the secretary of the company, W. H. 
Burn, to visit the shipping and stock packing rooms, 
where order clerks and packers were busy getting out 
orders which not only go to all parts of the United 
States, but to foreign countries. Mr. Burn showed 
samples of most difficult feats accomplished in draw- 
ing metals, as worked out by their own methods.

I have been in the business 
of manufacturing wash boilers for the last eighteen years 
And by the way, let me say that this is my specialty. If my 
friend’ from Missouri happens to be in Chicago let him stop 
in and see me, I will give him a few lessons in making wash 
boilers.

An advertisement should be humorous or it should 
be serious; it cannot be both. It is possible to mix 
humor and serious thought in an announcement. If 
the advertiser does attempt such a move, either his 
humor will be regarded as serious or his seriousness 
will be regarded as humorous. It is not wise to start 
off with a joke and end up with a theological appeal. 
We do not imply that a humorous advertisement can- 
not be serious, for it is undoubtedly true that some 
of the greatest advertising specialists clothe their se- 
rious thought in humorous garb. But humor is used 
only as a kind of sauce with which to make attractive 
a big piece of roast beef or an omelet, composed of 
facts, theories and guarantees. 

We will divide all: successful advertisements into 
the two divisions, those entirely serious and those in 
which serious thought is concealed by Mark Twain- 
ian humor. While humor may magnify twenty-fold 
one man’s business, it would destroy another’s. We 
would say for instance that humor could not be used 
successfully in introducing a church book. Humor 
would hardly be practical in a description of a cotton 
refining machine. On the other hand a haberdasher 
would find humor a most powerful weapon. Humor 
may be used in describing and advertising the less ex- 
pensive and durable products, while seriousness will, 
as a rule, be found more effective for advertising in- 
tricate products or products that are entirely different 
from those of any other concern. 





In criticising advertisements we have made it a 
rule to consider attractiveness as secondary to utility. 
If an advertisement can be profitable and attractive at 
the same time, well and good. If one of these quali- 
ties has to be sacrificed, we maintain that it should be 
artistic effect. But occasionally beauty and _ utility 
overlap. An example is shown in the accompanying 
advertisement of R. L. Nesbit & Company, Dillsburg, 
Pennsylvania. 

Here we find anywhere from six to fifteen different 
styles of type. A large variety of type is avoided if 
possible in every priting office for zsthetic reasons. 
The compositor of the R. L. Nesbit & Company ad- 
vertisement should have avoided it for practical rea- 
sons. The great variety of type used in the adver- 
tisement is confusing. Concentrated attention is nec- 
essary before the argument of the advertiser can be 
fully appreciated. Moreover, a mere glance will not 
reveal in what line of business R. L. Nesbit & Com- 
pany are engaged. 

Considering the advertisement in detail, we would 
say that the following lines should appear in bo!d heavy 
type: R. L. Nesbit & Co.’s; a livery team; furniture, 
stoves, hardware, carpets, rugs; twenty-five thousand 
feet of floor space; brick exchange livery; R. L. Nesbit 
& Company. Three or at the most four different sizes 
of type should have been used in the whole advertise- 
ment and not more than two different stvles—one the 
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light Roman, such as is used for the reading matter 
of this paper though a trifle larger, and heavy black 
type of twenty-four or- thirty-six point. A change 
of this kind would simplify the advertisement and 
simplicity of structure means strength.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

Chicago, December 29.—The remarkable strength of the 
pig iron market is manifested clearly by stable prices in spite 
of an almost absolute dearth of buying. No transactions of 
importance were made during the week, the only booking 
worthy of note being one for 3,000 tons of No. 2 foundry iron 
to be delivered during the first half of 1906. The market has 
been extremely quiet since the first of December, but lack of 
supplies and scarcity of stocks in the hands of melters have 
united in making the iron market stronger if possible than 
during the preceding months. Northern irons, No. 2, are 
quoted at $19.50 Chicago. Southern grades are strong at 
$18.65. Southern basic iron is almost unobtainable. Forge 
iron is scarce. Deliveries have been excelleat excepting from 
some points in Virginia. Car shortage is not reported else- 
where. It is expected in some quarters that turther advances 
will be made in prices on all grades of iron after the first 
of the year. While stocks are low we do not believe that 
the demand during January will warrant such an advance. 
It is probable that prices will soften during the first six 
weeks in the year. 

’v far the most important event of the last two weeks 
was the purchase by the Carnegie Steel Company of the 
heaviest order of structural steel of any similar period in 
its history. None of these ofders can be delivered before 
the end of the first quarter of 1906 and in many cases the 
contracts will extend into the second half. The greatest 
activity in structural steel is manifested and it is expected 
thet the final orders of the year will set a new mark for 
aunual records. Bids for the construction of the new coun- 
ty court house at Chicago have been withdrawn because of 
the high cost of material. It is planned to change the speci- 
fications so that about two thousand tons less will be re- 
quired. Heavy beams and channels are scarce. Prices are 
strong. 

Orders aggregating one hundred thousand tons of stand- 
ard sections steel rails have been transferred by the Illinois 
Steel Company to the Carnegie Steel Company because of 
oversold capacity. During the last week a western railroad 
ordered fifteen thousand tons and this combined with heavy 
orders for light rails makes the week’s bookings quite pre- 
sentable. 

The-iron and steel bar mills are so heavily overcrowded 
with orders that the usual shut down for clean-up and re- 
pairs was omitted this year. Orders are being received and 
filled as during the past few months, no let-up in orders be- 
ing noticeable. Specifications for both of these products are 
heavy. New business in bar iron is also of good propor- 
tions but orders for steel bars are light. Specifications are 
still in excess of working capacity. Iron bars are selling at 
from 1.85c to 2c. Steel bars are quoted at 1.66%c. Store 
prices on bar iron are 2.25¢ or a trifle less. Soft steel rounds 
and squares, two inches and thicker, are quoted at 2c base 
from store. 

The old material market continues quiet. Prices are 
declining and during the last week the Illinois Central Rail- 
way rejected bids for material covered by its last list ag- 
gregating two thousand tons. It is expected that few rail- 
roads will enter the market until prices have strengthened. 
The lack of snow and the continued warm weather have done 
much to unsettle prognostications. “ 





PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Company ‘will say in their weekly re- 
port. 


The culmination of the holiday dullness generally comes 
luring the last week of December, and this year has been no 
exception to the rule. New business is in consequence rather 
light, although production, consumption and the demand for 
prompt shipment continue at high pressure. Prices are firm 
and the year goes out with the best possible condition pre- 


vailing in the pig iron and coke trade. Bessemer and Basic 
are both in good demand. 

Interest in structural steel and steel rails continues un- 
abated. It is now confidently stated that contracts for rails 
already placed with manufacturers for 1906 delivery aggre- 
gate two million tons, practically eight months’ output, and 
it is positive that a heavy tonnage will be placed next month. 
It is estimated that the mills during 1905 have rolled and 
distributed 3,000,000 tons, and in addition will carry over 
into 1906 200,000 tons bought for 1905 delivery. This would 
show sales for 1905 have been well over 3,000,000 tons. 

As usual under conditions now existing, preparations 
are being made for blowing in of a number of furnaces, old 
and new, but with the recent shutting down of several and 
those that will go out later, no material increase in produc- 
tion can be expected. Advancing cost of production and the 
drawbacks of the winter season will have their effect. 


A review of the year now ending is interesting. Differ- 
ing from its predecessor, it started with the impetus of the 
reviving trade during the last few months of 1904, with a 
short period of depression, has maintained an ever increasing 
activity, which has broken records in more lines than one. 
Production for the year promises to be over 23,000,000 tons, 
and will surpass by over 5,000,000 tons the greatest yearly 
production hitherto recorded. This alone would make the 
year memorable, but when it is but one of a number of equal- 
ly surprising record breaking feats in the country’s re- 
sources it only occupies the place of interest as an index of 
what the year has seen. 


Starting in January with an approximate stock on fur- 
nace yards of 550,000 tons, the consumption of the month 
took care of current production and additional reduction in 
stocks of 33,000 tons. February saw a further reduction of 
34.000 tons; March 31,000 tons. In April, with an increasing 
number of furnaces in blast and consumption steady, there 
was a slight increase. May, June and July each saw an ad- 
dition to available stocks, but beginning with July they again 
began to dwindle, September seeing over 111,000 tons in ad- 
dition to current production shipped from the yards. This 
has held true during the remaining months. 

As was predicted in our report of a year ago, the influ- 
ence of 1904 and the then condition of the business world, it 
was only fair to expect record breaking results in 1905. This 
has been confirmed. 


After the holiday quietness the market generally stood 
firm, with practically no change for over four months. Busi- 
ness was good and the contracts booked by manufacturers 
kept them uniformly busy and generous buyers. Buying 
ahead was generally indulged in, and it was not until early 
May that it assumed an easier tone. At that time the bulk 
of the consumers were covered to the first of July, and as the 
furnaces were busy filling orders which were booked earlier 
in the year, new business was at a minimum. Consumption 
was proceeding at a record breaking rate, particularly among 
the steel makers, who had a tonnage of unfilled orders on 
hand greater than ever before in their history. 


During May there was a drop of Soc per ton in the price 
of southern iron and 25c shaded in northern figures. Busi- 
ness became quieter during June and July, with every now 
and then an increase in inquiry, which indicated that there 
was under-the-surface interest which promised well later on. 
Curtailment of production took place, while to all appear- 
ances the rate of consumption was without noticeable change. 
The last of July saw prices on southern iron reach $11.50 
Birmingham, against $13.25 June 1. - Northern iron declined 
to $14.25, as against $16 in June. Late in July, when it was 
generally admitted that prices could not decline below the 
level of $11 Birmingham, an improved movement was mani- 
fest. It was proof that buyers with dwindling stocks and 
expiring contracts thought it wise to cover at the existing 
market for a limited period at least. The ensuing spurt of 
buying was phenomenally heavy for that season of the year, 
and prices reacted accordingly. Twelve dollars Birmingham 
for No. 2 and $14.25 furnace for northern iron were regis- 
tered on September 1, with confidence in a steady improve- 
ment which seemed to be the keynote in all steel and pig iron 
circles. This period was marked by heavy buying in finished 
material, which had up to that time not reached the general 
foundry trade. This class was the last to respond to the im- 
proved conditions. In the early fall large buying by the steel 
companies in excess of their own manufacture helped the 
market, and October 1 saw southern No. 2 at $12.50 Birming- 
ham; northern at $15.50 furnace. The majority of southern 
furnaces were then out of the market for the balance of the 
year and very reluctant to quote for delivery during 1906. 
Spot iron in all markets was at a premium. ‘Sareea steel 
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and steel rails, together with orders placed with car compa- 
nies, occupied the place of general interest at that time. 

In early October coke began to feel the influence of the 
advancing iron market and responded in sympathy. The car 
shortage began to protrude itself earlier and more incon- 
veniently than usual. September showed unmistakable evi- 
dence of coke activity. 

In spite of an increased iron production of about 55,000 
tons over August, the great consumption them proceeding took 
care of this increase, as well as over 100,000 tons additional 
decrease in furnace stocks. 

During the laSt of October it seemed that nothing could 
stop a runaway market, and many were predicting $20 iron. 
Every effort was made to prevent this, and one of the fea- 
tures of the year has been the successful accomplishment of a 
continually advancing market without undue excitement. 
More than 2,000,000 tons production during October broke 
all existing records. 

December 1 saw southern No. 2 absolutely firm at $14 
Birmingham; northern No. 2, $17.50 furnace. 

With the amount of business on hand with all manufac- 
turers, with the generally sound conditions existing in the 
iron trade and other leading branches of the country’s wel- 
fare, the first six months of 1906 should see no letting down 
from present stand. 

Returns from the car and locomotive builders show that 
records in both have been made. One hundred and sixty- 
eight thousand cars were built during the year, including 
those for use on subway and elevated roads, but exclusive of 
street and interurban electric cars. These figures do not in- 
clude cars built by railroads in their own shops, of which an 
exceedingly large number have been put out. One hundred 
and sixty-five thousand four hundred and fifty-five are for 
freight service, 2,551 for passenger service, 162,701 for do- 
mestic use and 5,205 for export. This is more than double 
the total output of last year. During the past three months 
car builders have booked record breaking orders. A majority 
of these are for 1907 delivery and among them are orders 
from two of the leading roads, which alone amount to almost 
as many cars as the total output in 1904. Five thousand four 
hundred and ninety-one new locomotives were built in 1905, 
against 3,441 the year previous. This does not include loco- 
motives built by railroads in their own shops, nor does it 
include orders given for repairs or rebuilding. This is also a 
record number. The expenditure represented by these figures 
is estimated at $165,500,000 for freight cars, $17,800,000 for 
passenger cars and $76,800,000 for locomotives. In other 
words, the total amount spent by railroads during the year 
for motive power and rolling stock approximates the enor- 
mous sum of $260,000,000. 

A record unparalleled in the history of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation and therefore establishing a precedent. are the 
orders on the books of that company for total of 7,300,000 
tons of various forms of iron and steel. This means that the 
constituent companies have enough orders now booked to 
take their entire product for the next seven months at least. 
The total monthly output of iron and steel made by the allied 
interests is approximately 1,000,000 tons, and*in face of this 
they are unable to take orders for any more material for 
shipment prior to July 1 of next year. There is not a single 
article of iron or steel fabrication which is not oversold and 
behind in delivery. These are simply reflections of the condi- 
tions of the order books among independent concerns and 
give a very clear idea of the wondrously prosperous condi- 
tion of the iron trade and the splendid outlook for next year. 

The imports and exports for eleven months make it cer- 
tain that all previous records will be exceeded. For this pe- 
riod the imports passed the billion dollar line for the first 
time, being slightly over $1,078,000,000. For the eleven 
months ending November the total exports were over $1,427,- 
000,000, a record amount. 

At the year’s close it is extremely easy to find cause for 
congratulation in many directions. We have passed through 
twelve months of unparalleled business activity, records on 
all sides for volume and profit having been broken. The 
mineral industries particularly are going through a wonder- 
ful period of development, and metal trades have never expe- 
rienced anything like the magnitude of results shown by 1905 


CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


Few transactions were recorded during the week and 
these werc of small volume. Orders received during the 
week under review amounted to less than during*any other 
week of the year. The annual inventories are being taken 
and the Christmas holidays made a decided terminus to the 
buying movement. The purchase of holiday goods was ex- 
tremely heavy. 

The demand for shelf hardware has undoubtedly fallen 
off. There is a heavy demand for larger goods including 
shovels, agricultural tools, sleds, and similar articles. Build- 
ers’ hardware has not abated and jobbers are beginning to 
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receive orders for lawn mowers, wire cloth, poultry netting, 
and wire nails. There is a good demand for steel skates. 

At a recent meeting of the Axe Manufacturers’ Associa 
tion, it was decided to discontinue the organization. This 
move will take place January 1. It is understood that out 
side competition and the inability of some members to find 
sufficient outlet for their products were the reasons for the 
dismemberment. Whether prices will be reaffirmed by the 
old members of the association, acting individually, is a mat 
ter of speculation. It is asserted by some that the old prices 
will continue until March 1. It is doubtful, however, whether 
the different manufacturers could be persuaded to continue 
the present schedule. Keen competition between the differ 
ent manufacturers and lowered price schedules will undoubt- 
edly result. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Hatchet Association held 
in New York city recently, the old prices were reaffirmed. 

On December 29 a sharp advance was made by manufac 
turers in prices for barn door hangers. 

Linseed oil is quiet with a gradually strengthening ten- 
dency resulting from the increased cost of seed. The demand 
on the part of jobbers is good but manufacturing consumers 
prefer to wait for bettered conditions. Crushers are not over- 
anxious to enter the market and in the meantime the market 
is extremely dull. In Chicago flaxseed has advanced sharply 
and number one Northwestern is now quoted at $1.09%. 


NUTS. 


Prices on cold punched nuts have been advanced ten 
cents for one hundred on square, plain and c and t and fif- 
teen cents on hexagon. Prices are quoted to retailers as 
follows:

Cold Punched Plain Square Nuts, blank or tapped...... 4.90 
Cold Punched Plain Hexagon Nuts, blank or tapped... .5.30 
Cold Punched C. & T. Square Nuts, blank or tapped... .5.20

A change in nut list prices was made by the association, 
to go into effect January 1, as follows: The base sizes of 
H. P. nuts, U. S. S. square and hexagon and C. P. nuts, 
plain and chamfered square and hexagon, both U. S. S. and 
manufacturers’ S., are all advanced 20 cents per 100 pounds. 
[he base sizes H. P. manufacturers’ S. and H. P. narrow 
gauge are advanced 10 cents per 100 pounds. This applies to 
both blank and tapped nuts. 

The association adopted last week a new list on hot 
pressed square and hexagon nuts of United States standard 
dimensions with enlarged holes to take effect January 1,
